W asmixGTOoN, January S1.—Thomas C.
Platt was ooe of the goests to-night at the
dinver served by Postmaster General Wana-
waker iu hovor of the President and wem-
bers of the Cabinet. Mr. Platt bhad been
Lept thoroughly posted during the day, as
to the status of the World's Fair bill at
Albany,and this evening consented to make
s statement ss to his connection with the
matter. Mr. Platt said:

*“Recent complications st Albany seem to
demand that I make some statement of the
reasons whien have sctuated me in the
course 1 mav bave pursued with re‘erence
to the bill pesding for the World's Fair.
The charge that I have been the first 10
injeot politics into this matter is untrue
Az 3 member of the Committee on Leginla-
tion, 1 did, up to & eertain time, presect no
objection or interference in the plans and
procesdings of that committee. The first
sucgestion of a pelitical eharneter which
appeared, emanated (rom the Secretary of
the Commitiee on Legisistion, Mr. Stokes,
who, it is presumed, transmitted to various
people, including myself, a copy of the bill,
sccompunied by the numes of the commis-
sioners, and assumed to elnssifly them Lo
gbow their politieal nfiilintions.

SUSPICIONE AROUSED.

“*This, of course, called the atiention of
mysell, an well as other Republicans, to the
question of the political character of the
commission, nnd it was discovered that,
whethe: intentionally or not, the classifica-
tion made br Mr. Stokes was incorrect.

Bepresentative Cummings blamed ex-
Senator Platt for the setback given New
York's aspirations, He ssid: “I7 the bill
s beaten it has been done by the machina-
tions of Tom Platt. He wanted 8 Plutt's
‘Worlds Fair, but we wanted & New York
Woerld's Fair.™

CONGERESEMEN BELTEVED.

Representative Siahlnecker said: ““Well,
it relieves us poor Congressmen. It is better
thut the bill should be beaten at Albany
then at Washington,™ =

Reuresentative Belden was on the floor of
the House, and would not come ont while
the excitement continued, and this was true
of mewbers generally,

Mr. Flower, of New York, was hopefal
thut the bill would pass the State Legisls-
ture, and believed thst the adjournment
over till Monday would give time lor s
compromise. He was nol prepared to ad-
mit that New York would be besten in the
race, even if the Legislature fatled to pass
the bill, and signified his intention to make
o vigorous ficht en the floor of the Houve
when the especial committee preseated its
report.

OF LITTLE IMPORTANCE.

Representative Cunnon, of [ilinois, did
not believe that the asetiom or non-uction of
the New York Legislature would sfiect the
House in its treatment of the Weorld's Fair
bill. The members would not be influenced
by such eonsiderstions as those proflered by
the New York people, but by & regard for
the conscience of a mujority of the people
ol the esuntry. Sgill, Mr. Cannon was ot
grieved to be informed of the proceedings st
Albaury,

Mr. Hitt thought that the result of the de-
lay at Albany would be restricied in a cor-
responding delay on the part of the speeial
House committee in reporting its bill to the
House. St Louis, be said, never had any
chnnee for the fair, and with Washington,
might be eounted wpon to sid New York in
s policy o deluy.

A PROGRESSIVE STEP.

New Form of Mupagement of the Missise
sippl  Ponltentiary — The Huomane
Trenrment of Convicis lnsured
by Ita Provisions
MPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIRPATCR.

Jacksox, Miss,, January 31.—The Sen-
ate to-day, by & vole of 28 yeas to3 nays,
passed & bill which will soon completely
change the management of the penitentiary.
Tie bill will undoubtediy pass the Hoose,
as the sentiment there is largely in
its favor. It is a most important
mensure to the people of Mississippi. The
Railroad Commission is constituted s
Board of Countrol of the penitentiary, and
given full charge and management thereof,
which, together with the Governor and
Attoroey General, are constituted a Board
of Appointment, with power to appoint all
enbordinate officers. The offico of superin-
tendent is abolished, and the foliowing
subordinaie offices are created: One warden,
1 farm manager, 1 physician, 1 traveling
sergeant, 1 clerk and 1 cheplain. Balaries
are to be fixed by the board.

It is provided that the bosrd may select
and purchase a tract of land, not to exceed
3,500 acres in one body,as a prison farm,and
favorably situated,and not to cost more than
15,000, and have erected thercon necessary
buildings, preclades the employment or
leasing of convicts on such public works as
railroads, levees; ete,, but that they may,
at the dirveretion of the board, be lessed for
other publie works and plantations, but to
be poder the exclusive control of officers
and guards appointed by the Board of Con-

i

irod. .

This bill is considerad a right step, and a
very progressive one, in the management of
the penitentiary und couvicts, and insures
the humnne trentment of prisoners,

The Senate resolution declaring it the
sense of the Legislature that the World's
Fair of *22 should be held west of the Alle-
gheny Mounotsins was finally passed, and a
copy mailed to each of Mississippi’s Hepre-
seutatives in Congress.

THE BOUDLERS WILL GU FREE.

Fellows Acknewiedges Hin Innbility to Con=-
vict the New Yeork Aldermen.

ALEXANDER PLEADS GUILTY.

— David
Alexander, who tried to assassinate Bishop
Whitsker, Sanday evening last, pleaded
guilty, this morning, before Judge Arnold.

‘W ilson said he would try, and finally told
Gilmore he had got the pictures for him,
wherenpon Gi'more reported the matter to
the police, obtained from them $1 with
which to buy six copies, and, haviog pur-
chased the copies, took them to the police
nuthorities, who subsequently descended on
Wilsen's swre and arrested him. Counsel
for the defense took the ground that, hav-
ing procured the defendant to eommit a
crime, the State became a party to the erime,
and a conviction could not follow. Judge
